EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  -  AND

Dick  Hugi,  ,KC9CJ,  and  1  installed  a 
75-meter  dipole  and  a  5/8  wave  2-meter  an¬ 
tenna  above  the  26th  floor  of  the  (Marc  Pla¬ 
za)  hotel  (in  ^Milwaukee)  on  Wednesday  (April 
17).  This  involved  dropping  two  300-foot  co¬ 
axial  cables  to  the  roof  of  the  fifth  floor 
exhibit  area  and,  subsequently,  through  the 
window  to  the  operating  table. 

John  LaBlonde,  W9FZC,  retired  state 
employee  from  Elkhom,  brought  his  Azden 
2-meter  transceiver  on  Thursday  morning. 
Dick  furnished  his  Kenwood  430  transceiver. 
Heath  antenna  tuner,  and  other  equipment 
for  operating  on  75  meters. 

We  started  the  exercise  promptly  at 
8:00  a.m.,  requesting  Amateur  check-ins  from 
as  many  counties  as  possible.

Just  look  at  these  statistics!  A  loss  of 
almost  10,000  Novices  over  this  three-year 
period! 

It  has  become  apparent  that  the  Novice 
license,  as  presently  constituted,  is  not  doing 
the  job  for  which  it  is  intended;  to  provide  a 
training  ground  from  which  newly  licensed 
Amateurs  can  develop  radiocommunication 
skills. 

Increasingly,  it  has  become  generally 
recognized  that  present  Novice  privileges  are 
insufficiently  attractive  in  motivating  pro¬ 
spective  Hams  to  join  our  ranks.  Further¬ 
more,  these  privileges  are  not  attractive 
enough  to  encourage  many  who  do  have  a 
Novice  license  to  get  on  the  air. 

Concerned  by  these  factors,  the  ARRL 
Board  of  Directors  authorized  a  petition 
which  was  filed  by  the  ARRL  in  June,  1985, 
requesting  a  major  "enhancement”  of  Novice 
privileges. 

The  FCC,  acting  on  this  petition  from 
the  ARRL  and  several  others,  has  now  issued 
a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (NPRM),  PR 
86-161.  This  is  probably  the  most  important 
FCC  proposal  of  the  1980s.  This  NPRM  very 
closely  follows  the  Novice  Enhancement 
requests  by  the  ARRL!  (For  further 
background  information,  see  "It  Seems  to  Us," 
July  1985  QST  and  the  May  23,  1985  issue  of 
the  ARRL  Letter. 

The  following  are  the  specific  FCC 
proposals: 

*  The  10-meter  Novice  band  would  be 
expanded  300  KHz  from  the  present  28.1-28.2 
MHz  to  28.1-28.5  MHz.  CW  and  Digital 
communications  (e.g.,  RTTY,  AMTOR,  and 
packet)  would  be  allowed  in  the  28.1-28.3 
MHz  subband,  and  SSB  and  CW  emissions  on 
28.3-28.5  MHz  at  the  present  power  limit  of 
200  watts. 

*  The  1  1/4  meter  band  (220-225  MHz) 
would  be  added  to  Novice  privileges,  allowing 
all  authorized  emissions  with  a  power  of  25 
watts.  The  Commission  cautions,  however, 
that  there  are  several  pending  petitions  for 
rulemaking  requesting  the  use  of  this  band 


for  other  services.  Until  these  petitions  are 
resolved,  the  Commission  cannot  finalize 
any  rulemakings  permitting  Novices  on  this 
band.  * 

*  A  portion  of  the  23  cm  band,  1246  - 
1260  MHz,  would  be  added  to  Novice 
privileges,  allowing  them  all  authorized 
emissions  with  a  power  of  5  watts. 

*  Novices  will  be  able  to  operate 
through  repeaters  on  the  220  MHz  and  124 
MHz  bands. 

*  Novices  would  not  be  allowed  to 

a  control  operator  or  a  licensee  of  a  statior 
which  is  in  repeater,  auxiliary  or  beacon 
operation. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the  FCCs 
proposal  was  their  request  for  comments 
concerning  the  ARRL's  request  to  expand 
the  Novice  examination  to  30  questions  and 
the  Novice  question  pool  to  300  questions. 
(The  ARRL  does  not  want  to  make  the 
examination  more  difficult.  We  want  to 
increase  the  comprehensiveness  of  the 
examination  in  order  to  accomodate  the 
operational  aspects  *  of  the  additional 
privileges  available  to  Novices.) 

The  ARRL  also  requested  Section 
97.28  be  amended  to  require  that  each 
Novice  examination  be  administered  by  two 
volunteer  examiners  holding  General  Class 
licenses  or  above,  rather  than  the  presently 
required  one  examiner,  in  order  to  maintain 
the  integrity  of  the  Novice  examination. 

A  so-called  "alternative"  proposal 
would  split  the  present  Technician/General 
class  written  Element  3  into  two  different 
examinations:  A  VHF/UHF  exam  for 

Technicians  and  an  HF  exam  for  the 
General  Class  called  Exam  3(B).  Currently, 
if  a  Novice  passes  the  50  question  Element 
3  exam,  he  becomes  a  Technician  and  need 
only  pass  the  13-wpm  code  test  for  his 
General.  Under  this  alternate  proposal  a 
Novice  would  need  to  pass  a  25-question 
Element  3(A)  (VHF/UHF)  exam  to  receive  his 
Technician  class  license,  and  to  pass  his 
General  exam  would  need  to  pass  a 
25-question  Element  3(B)  (HF)  exam  and  the 
13  wpm  code  test. 

Although  the  NPRM  was  released  only 
48  hours  prior  to  the  June  QST  being  sent 
to  the  printers,  a  detailed  story,  plus  the 
entire  text  of  the  NPRM,  will  appear  in 
that  issue. 

Formal  comments  on  this  proposal  are 
due  on  or  before  July  16,  1986.  See  June 
QST  for  more  details,

Some  species  of  homing  pigeons  seem  to 
become  disoriented  during  geomagnetic 
storms.  Satellite  orbits  tend  to  decay  and, 
because  of  ionized  particle  "build  up"  on  the 
satellites,  they  tend  to  have  signal  loss  and 
tripping  of  protective  circuits.  vr.:. 

Although  not  proven,  weather  patterns 
are  thought  to  be  affected  by  geomagnetic 
storms.  One  observer  noted  that  on  average, 
the  growing  season  is  longer  near  sunspot 
maximum  than  near  sunspot  minimum.  The 
driest  springs,  summers,  and  autumns  are 
associated  with  high  solar  activity  and

abnormal  winter  .and  annual  rainfall  occur 
during  quiet  solar  conditions.  Additionally, 
the  spin  rate  of  the  earth  may  b^  affected 
by  solar  activity  arid  this  may  in  turn  affect 
earthquake  activity.

“Mhen  we  introduced  the  new  foraula  last  summer,  ' 
the  negative  reaction  was  ia/fiediate  and.  overwhelming.” 
the  FCC  spokesperson  said.  “Band  conditions  have  been 
lousy  ever  since.  So  we  decided  to  bring  back  the  old 
propagation  arid  call  it  -‘Propagation,  Classic,  but 
we’ve. lost  the  forsuia!",  the  spokesperson  continued. 

“An  effort  was  undertaken  to  re-invent  the  old 
'classic',  formula,  but  with  disastrous  results.  In  a 
secret  test  made  on  New. Year’s  Eve  (when  everybody  was 
getting  drunk  and  away'  froa  their  radios) ,  the  new 
classic  formula,  caused  80  meters  to  fall  clean  through 
IBS  asters  into  the  broadcast  band,  and  a  small  intense 
fire  started  on  40  that  produced  smoke  damage  up  on  10 
meters  at  the  fourth  harmonic.

class  siail,  which  is  not  returned  to  the  sender  unless 
specially  requested,:  ths  kind  of  sail  that  . is  mainly 
advertising  material,  popularly  referred  to  as  “junk 
sail.8 

The  Postal  Service  authorities  frown  on  their  em¬ 
ployees"  using  the' term  “junk  sail. “  People  who  pay 
postage  and  entrust  their  sail  to  the  post  office  are 
entitled  to  have  their  material  given  the  careful 
treatment  due  to  anything  that  postal  patrons  sail, 
employees  are  told,  Amateurs  who  handle  traffic  feel 
the  same  about  any  message. that  the  Amateur  Radio 
Service  handles  for  the  public.  Regardless  of  hots  many 
we  handle,  each  one  is  ispDrtant.  Even  from  exhibit 
stations,  for  several  reasons.  To  be  effective  as 
publicity  for  Amateur  Radio,  messages  must  be  delivered 
promptly  and  accurately.  True,  many  people  who  file 
messages  at  an  exhibit  don't  expect  the®  to  be  deliv¬ 
ered,  but  that  only  makes  the  impact  greater  when  they 
find  out  that  their  sessage  was  delivered  promptly, 
accurately,  competently.

NOTICE  10  ALL  TAPR  TNC/CL8NE  HF  PACKET  USERS 

"Recently  Eric  Gustafson,  N7CL,  and  I  reexaained  the 
300-baud  HF  modes  demodulator  circuit  and  concluded 
that  the  sain  reason  people  have  difficulty  tuning  in 
HF  packet  with  the  standard  300-baud  modes  is  that 
tuning  is  too  critical.  We  have  cose  up  with  what  we 
think  should  be  very  close  to  the  optimal  performance 
of  the  2211  demodulator  circuit, 

“To  change  the  standard  300-hauds  desoduiator  circuit 
to  this  improved  version,  locate  header  1)34  on  TNC  1 
and  019  on  TNC  2.  The  standard  300  bauds  version  of 
this  header  contains  a  226-kohm  resistor  and  a  510-koh® 
resistor.  These  should  be  replaced  by  180  kohfl  and  750 
kohffi  respectively.  The  result  of  these  changes  is  that 
the  tuning  range  should  open  up  from  about"  1.0  Hz  to 
around  50  Hz.  Thus,  you  should  experience  reliable 
demodulation  when  the  frequency  tuned  is  within  plus  or 
sinus  20  Hz  or  so  of  the  true  signal  frequency. 

"We  urge  all  HF  packeteers  using  TAPR  TNCs  (original  or 
done  boards)  to  sake  these  changes  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible.  He  also  remind  everyone  that  HF  is  becoming 
alarmingly  crowded,  and  that  unless  sensible  operating 
practice  is  followed,  the  channel  will  be  useless.  Some 
suggestions  concerning  HF  operation  are: 

1.  Try  to  keep  all  packets  below  80  characters  in 
length. 

2.  Set  HAXFRAHE  to  1.  This  will  sinicize  transmission 
time. 

3.  Avoid  multiple  connections  and  digipeated  packet 
operation. 

4.  §SY  away  from  the  standard  calling  frequencies  as 
soon  as  possible. 

5.  Set  FRACK  to  a  sensibly  long  value.

1  even  tried  using 
the  recommended  filter  for  300-baud  operation  and  found 
that  the  situation  was  improved  but  it  still  took  a 
rock-solid  signal  to  be  able  to  exchange  packets. 

"Advanced  Electronic  Applications  (AEA)  of  Lynnwood, 
Mfi,  has  just  introduced  their  model  PM-1  Packet  Modem. 
It  is  a  modem  that  goes  between  the  HF  rig  and  any 
packet  TNC,  and  requires  no  modifications  of  the  TNC. 
Basically  it  has  two  separate  built  in  demodulators 
with  each  featuring  channel  filtering  and  AM  detection 
for  maximum  sensitivity  and  selectivity  under  noisy  HF 
band  conditions.  The  HF  receiver  tuning  is  assisted  by 
a  front  panel  bar  qraph.  The  PM-1  also  has  a  built  in 
Bell  type  202  modes  which  allows  for  direct  connection 
to  the  audio  input  and  output  of  the  TNC.  The  HF 
transmit  tones  are  generated  by  a  built  in  AFSK  genera¬ 
tor  which  allow  for  direct  connection  to  the  microphone 
jack  of  the  HF  SSB  rig. 

"3  was  able  to  purchase  a  PM-1  locally  is/n  46)  to  try 
its  operation  on  HF  with  sy  TAPR  TNC  2.  The  installa¬ 
tion  was  quite  easy,  I  soldered  a  few  connectors  to  the 
cables  provided  and  I  was  all  set.  1  don't  quite,  know 
how  to  put  into  words  the  surprise  I  experienced  with 
the  improvement,  but  the  first  BBS  signal  I  found  in  20 
meters’  was  H0RLI.  1  connected  to  Hank's  BBS  and 
operated  it  just  as  easily  as  3  operate  the  local  BBSs 
on  2  meters.  Needless  to  say  1  was  more  than  pleased 
with  its  operation,  for  I  have  never  been  able  to 
maintain  a  solid  connect  on  HF  with  any  station,  let 
alone  a  BBS,  without  a  lot  of  effort  and  retries.  Nos 
that  1  have  had  a  few  days  of  operation  with  the  PM-1, 
.1  find  I  am  able  maintain  packet  connects  with  a  mini¬ 
mus  of  retries  with  signals  that  are  fading,  weak,  and 
noisy.  The  .’copy-ability'  is  just  as  good  as  with  the 
best  of  the  RTTY  Terminal  units  I  have  used.  The  PM-1 
has  opened  a  whole  new  world  of  pleasurable  HF  packet 
operation  that  1  have  never  known  before  with  just  the 
PLL  type  TNC  detection, 

'If  you  have  or  planning  HF  packet  operation,  I 
strongly  recommend  you  look  into  the  AEA  Pfi-i  for  use 
with  your  TNC.  I  understand  that  the  AEA  HFH-64  modem 
made  for  the  Pakratt  PK-64  performs  equally  as  well,"

AEA  UNVEILS  FK-232  AT  DAYTON 

"AEA's  -PIC-232  and  UDC-232  all-mode  controllers  were 
demonstrated  at  the  Dayton  Haavention.  Packaged  in  a 
familiar  box  like  their  CF-i/CP-iOOs,  the  FK-232  is 
functional  equivalent  of  AEA's  PK-64,  but  has  its  own 
180  processor  and  RAH  (the  PK-64  uses  C  64's  6502  and 
memory)  and  presents  the  conventional  RS-232-C  inter¬ 
face  to  any  computer  or  dumb  terminal.  The  PK-232 
provides  Morse,  Baudot,  ASCII,  AWT  OR  and  packet.  The 
UDC-232  (Universal  Data  Controller)  is  the  'digital- 
only'  block  of  the  PK-232,  without  the  analog  TU/aode# 
section,  for  users  who  already  have  a  satisfactory  TU

The  Morse,  Baudot  and  ASCII  code  and 
routines  are  basically  derived  from  AEA's  well-proven 
H8A-T0R  prograss.  However,  the  AHTOfi  routines  are  based 
on  the  excellent  'Z-AHTQfi'  code  written  for  the  280  by 
Paul  Newland,  AD7I.  .You  place  the  PK-232  wherever  your 
telephone  sodea  has  been  and  use  whatever  tersinal 
progra®  you  use  now. 

“An  excellent  VHF/HF  aodes  iTU)  is  built  in,  nothing 
else  required.  A  mode®  bypass  connector  persits  use  of 
external  higher-speed  aorfess.  The  front  panel  is  full 
of  LEDs  indicating  aodes  and  status,  including  those 
fount  on  the  TNC  2.  Front-panel  RABiO-l/RADIO-2  switch

Hben  the  'M8r 
CFBBS  CALLSIGN]  coaaand  is  given,  the  system  will  dis¬ 
play/print  only  the  information  packets  decoded  from 
that  PBBS,  in  correct  sequence,  without  repeats  and 
without  headers.  So,  when  one  of  the  other  guys  on 
channel  is  'downloading  a  17  kbyte  Gateway  or  other 
long  file,  you  can  copy/save/print  the  sase  file  wit¬ 
hout  all  the  extra  frames  you  used  to  get  and  thus 
avoid  having  to  manually  edit  out  the  trash  or  pull  the 
sase  file  down  yourself  in  the  CONVERSE  mode.

HEATH  TNG  STATUS  INDICATOR 

A  couple  of  aonths  ago,  the  Heath  company  introduced  a 
‘status  indicator'  for  their  vesion  of  the  TAPR  TMC-1. 
Though  introduced  with  almost  no  fanfare,  the  unit  is  a 
very  enhancement  to  the  TNC-1. 

The  unit  plugs  into  the  expansion  connector  J1  on  the 
back  of  the  TNG  and  derives  its  power  fro»  the  TNC. 
Since  the  Heath  INC  is  a  TAPR  TNC-1  done,  the  Status 
Indicator  should  work  with  the  original  TAPR  board  as 
well  as  with  other  clones. 

The  status  indicator  consists  of  8  LEDs  !2  green,  4 
yellow  anriZ'  red)  along  with  a  small  audible  alarm 
circuit  all  mounted  in  a  small  case  that  matches  the 
TNG. 

The  audible  alarm  is  the  nicest  feature  of  the  status 
indicator.  Hhenever  someone  connects  with  you  the 
alarm  sounds  for  a  short  while  to  let  you  know  you  are 
connected.  The  alarm  is  loud  enough  to  be  heard  a 
resonable  distace  away  allowing  the  operator,  to  leave 
the  TNG  on  and  concentrate  on  things  other  ’than  the 
screen. 

Two  of  the  LEDs  are  used  to  indicate  whether  the  TNG  is 


in  CUtfASffi  or  CONVERSE  mode,  fi  green  LED  labeled 
CHI;  is  lit  when  the  TNG  is  in  command  mode  and  yellow 
LED  indicates  CONVERSE  mode  status.  Another  pair  of 
LEDs  indicates  the  connect  status  of  the  INC. *  A  red 
LED  indicates  Connect  and  a  green  LED  indicates 
Disconnect. 

Three  other  LEDs  indicate  CONNECT  ATTEMPT,  DISCONNECT 
IN  PROGRESS  and  BUFFER.  The  first  two  require  no 
explanation.  BUFFER  indicates  a  packet  is  backed  up  in 
the  TNG  waiting  to  be  sent.  This  indicator  is  extreme¬ 
ly  useful  as  it  indicates  when  the  TNG  is  delayed 
because  of  channel  activity. 

The  final  red  LED  labeled  FRHR  indicates  that,  the  TMC 
has  received  an  invalid  frame,  and  that  a  frame  reject 
packet  has  been  sent. 

The  status  indicator  has  been  in  use  here  at  SA8V  for 
several  months  and  has  proved  to  be  well  worth  the 
price  of  124.95.  The  Heath  stock  number  is  HBA-4040-1, 
Shipping  weight  is  2  lbs.
